Barnes, Margaret Ayer WISDOM'S GATE Houghton, Mifflin 
*x In many ways, this seems to me the best thing Mrs. Barnes has done. It is 


a more mature piece of writing, depending for its authenticity on the veracity of the 
situations and the characters in relation to each other, rather than on the meticulous 
exactitude of detail, which gave Years. of Grace its appealing nostalgic quality. 
Cicily, the daughter of Jane of Years. of Grace is the central figure, and she and 
Albert have returned to Chicago, after the scandal of their divorces and marriage has 
died down. Now comes the acid test, and the second marriage almost crashes on the 
shoals of the very weaknesses that were capitalized to bring about their marriage. A 
thought-provoking book, so real a picture of just such a circle of people that it seems 
photographic, a perfect piece of reporting, an X-ray of the inner significance of the 
round in a suburban community. It is sustainedly interesting, and while not great 
literature, it is a sure candidate for popularity in wide circles of readers, A big

Fallada, Hans WOLF AMONG WOLVES Putnam-Minton, Balch 


At first approach, this seems to be a strangely involved story for Hans 

Fallada to have written. But as it gets under way, the pieces fall into place, the 
picture takes shape, and out of a ultitude of episodes and a large cast of characters, 
the picture of post-war Germany, during the terror of the inflation period, comes into 
reality, as in almost no other book we have had. The story gradually focusses on Pagel, 
disowned son of a rich mother, a youth whose passion for gambling has been his undoing, 
and the waif of the streets, Petra, who has chosen him as her own. Only when she is 
arrested for vagrancy, after he has sold the clothes off her back, does he realize that 
he wants security. He takes one last great gamble - wins all and loses all; then chance 
throws him into a new way of life on a farm, and we see the facet of agricultural Ger- 
many, eaten by petty jealousy, plotting of political agents, vice, a sense of unreality. 
A human document —- and a moving picture of a Germany gone mad. $3.00

The period chiefly concerned is that of his life in New Orleans, a 
budding and not too successful journalist, prior to the Civil War. There, according 
to Erskine, he has a serious love affair with an octoroon, whom he wishes to marry. 
But she makes the decision - they are separted - and meet only after he has witnessed 
the death of the unknown Confederate soldier whom he imagined to be their son. Although 
this is not a satiric and humorous popularization of a literary subject, in the sense 
that The Private Life of Helen of Troywas, ithas more nearly the popular touch of that 
book than almost anything else he has done. Fiction, but with that plus sale chance

He describes in vivid colors the des- 
perate struggle for a foothold in a land that was once their own, the efforts towards 
peace, delightful pictures of towns carved from the wilderness.

"Salem" will both truly mean peace... A singularly timely book, with the situation

Lockhart, R. H. Bruce GUNS OR BUTTER Little, Brown 
* British Agent made Bruce Lockhart a best seller. Some of the subsequent 


titles fell down in sales, so that a new book is scanned with interest - and watchful 
waiting. This, we feel, has the best chance for big sales of anything he has done 
since British Agent. The subject matter is timely - a survey of conditions at first 
hand in Central Europe, by one who has lived there and known the region thoroughly 

in the past. Lockhart, while not a profound scholar in his approach to the subject, 
is more than a good journalist. He has an emotional approach to the countries he 
loves, which enables him to sense undercurrents, and to interpret superficial impres-— 
sions. His journeyings took him first to the Scandinavian countries, which in their 
freedom from fear and sense of well-being provided an interesting background for 
Central Europe. Then back to Yugoslavia, to Bulgaria, to Rumania ~ all sitting on 
the edge of a volcano, all fearful of Germany and Italy. Then to Czechoslovakia, 
where he saw Benes, and realized that he had no faith in his allies standing by. He 
was in Vienna at the time of the Nazi plebiscite. He finished his journeyings with 

a stay in Berlin. And, again and again, he stresses the plea from all the small 
countries for strength on England's part, a strength they needed - and doubted. In 
addition to the interest politically in the material, every reader will enjoy Lock- 
hart's gift for making places and people come to life, for his skilful inclusion of 
the personal, only so often as to dive a special flavor. A more human book than

A Maurois biography has a definite and established market. This will un- 
doubtedly build up a considerable sale on Maurois’ name, although Chateaubriand is 
not so glamorous, nor so sympathetic a character as some of his other subjects. From 
the scholarly viewpoint, this is, perhaps, his most important book, a thorough back- 
ground job, and a definitive life of a man of conflicts, through the very contra- 
dictions of his ambitions and his ideals. He was the prototype of English and French 
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romantics, a genius, proud, egotistic, a poseur, constantly playing to the grand- 
Stand, in love, in politics, in active life. His was a lonely childhood; he was 
trained for the army; he came to America and used the trip as the basis for two 
great novels. He returned to France, married, and fled to England to escape the 
Revolution. Back to France again, under Napoleon's regime, and to a courageous posi- 
tion of open lack of sympathy. Under the Restoration he held numerous diplomatic 
posts, and has come down to fame as a statesman — and as the lover of Mme. Recamier. 
Pride, tactlessness, vanity brought his downfall - and his dreary old age. [It is a 
rich period, that spanned by his life, and Maurois paints it in all its color. $3.50

This deals with his boyhood, his casual musical edu- 
cation, his discovery in his early twenties, that he had everything to learn, his 
record of tireless work from then on, his successes, his failures and disappointments, 
the people he knew, the audiences he met, the personal experiences - and now and then, 
a flashback into his personal life, only for a moment. The artist and the genius and 
the man are here revealed, with no patina.... Those who would wish for a more finished 
piece of writing, a revaluation on the part of the biographer, a selection of material 
and a glossing over of the rough edges, will be disappointed. The story carries up to 
the war. A subsequent volume will give us the war years, and the picture of Paderewski, 
the patriot, the diplomat, the man of affairs. A book for those interested in more 
than the musical side, for this is not a technical autobiography.
